The British firm oi Rediff li-

Tests nro nearing completion 
with a new passonger plane, the 
AN-28, seating 15 and intended 
for short-range haulage. It was 
hullt specifically lor Aeroriot 
which, Id addition to Its Interna- 
tional services, run some 3,500 
domestic lines.

At 
tire age ol 19 he learnt what war Is: it U some- 
thing Impossible to forget, It leaves an Indelible 
scar In Ihe heart oi everyone who lived through 
It. This memory helped the actor lo cope with Ihe 


role. 

“U was Ibe fatal forties that determined once 
and lor all the moral values of my generation," 
says Papanov. "Even today my wartime bio- 
graphy nerves as a touchstone In my work and 


actIvllloB." 

On stage and on screen Papanov has ployed 
quite a lew parts — ranging Irom purely comical 
and sharply grotesque to lyrical and tragic. In 
every one of them be was strikingly bis own self. 
What Is typical about him Is bis being effort- 
lessly recognizable. 


Many spectators write loiters to Papanov dis- 
cussing with him the problems ol his characters 
as II they were his own, nol allglilly doubting 
that these problems move the actor aa well. 

“There Is the need to move the audience with- 
out repeating well-known truths about what la 
bad and what la good," says Papanov. “Alter all 
art becomes genuine, when the joys and sor- 
rows of Ibe nctors acquire a new dimension — a 
dimension of art — this ts when the life of a 
hero Is Identified with the Uvea of thousands of 
people."

A total of 30 canvases from 
the Gallery of Old Masters can 
be seen at Ihe exhibition "Sav- 
ed Master pieces ol World Art 
From Dresden" now open at 
Pushkin Museum of Fine Arts 
in Moscow. They Include port- 
raits by Finlurlcchlo, DUrer, Ve- 
lazquez, Poussin, Rivera, Wat- 
teau. Bollouo... There Is also a 
lilih-i etitury diamond set from 
Ihe Saxon Royal treasury, now 


from Dresden 

belonging to ihe Grunes GewtJl- 
be Museum. 

In 1945, 750 canvases were 
saved from destruction by the 
Soviet Army. In the out-of-town 
royal palace, Pillnitz, the pic- 
tures were given “first aid", 
then they were sent to Moscow 
for further restoration which last- 
ed 10 years. In 1955, following 
Ihe decision of the Sovtet Gov- 
ernment the collection urns re- 
turned to the people of the GDR. 
Before that the paintings were 
mouuted at Ihe Pushkin Museum 
of Fine Ails. Some 1,200 thou- 
sand people visited the exhibi- 
tion whLch lasted several 
monlhi. In 1975 Soviet people 
again saw the gallery's master- 
pieces. This is its third visit. 

The exhibition Is being shown 
Eor the third time and will last 
till the end of November, then 
It will move to Leningrad.
